TERRIBLE bad man 

The Court of Inquiry finds that 
'Admiral Schley, who was in com¬ 
mand of the American fleet when 
it sunk the Spanish ships off San¬ 
tiago, is a very poor naval officer, 
and the reason why he has not 
stumped his toe and broken his 
neck long ago is due more to 
good luck than management. 

They find that his game of win¬ 
ding battles was full of errors and 
that he cannot be believed on 
oath. -—--- 

The effect is that the judgement 
giving the prize money to Admir¬ 
al Sampson, who did not partici- 
participate in the battle, is Con¬ 
firmed. The court finds that per¬ 
sonally Schley conducted himself 
heroically at Santiago, but that 
his presence there was a draw¬ 
back to the Americans ratherthan 
a help. 

This is the majority report and 
the decision is made by Benham 
and Ramsey. Dewey the. pres* 
-TRflt ntfkes a minority or what- 
we would call a dissenting opin¬ 
ion, in th? following words: 

"In the opinion of the under¬ 
signed, the passage from Key 
iWcst to Cienfuegos was made by 
hte Flying Squadron with all pos¬ 
sible dispatch, Commodore Schly 
having in view the importance of 
arriving off Cienfuegos with as 
much coal as possible in the 
ships' bunkers. The blockade of 
Cienfuegos was effective. Com¬ 
mander Sshley in permitting the 
steamer Adula to enter the port 
of Cienfuegos, expected to obtain 
information concerning the Span¬ 
ish squadron when she came out. 
The passage from Cienfuegos to 
a point about about twenty two 
miles south of Santiago was made 
with as much dispatch as possible 
while keeping the squadron a u- 
nit. The blockade of Santiago 

was effective. Commodore ScWy- 
was the senior officer of our 

squadron off Santiago when the 
Spanish squadron attempted to 
escape on the morning of July 3, 
1898. He was in absolute dbni- 
nfand and is entitled to the credit 
due such emmanding officer for 

the glrorious vicotry which re¬ 

sulted in the total destruction of 
the Spiansh ships.

That unless the Spaniars 
were sunk according to Hoyle 
they should not have been sunk 
at all.

ly that they render decisions, see¬ 
ing things with jaundiced eyes of 
an unjust judge. 

APEDDLER’S PACK 

About fifteen years ago the 
county was full of Hebrew ped¬ 
dlers, who carried their goods in 
packs or on wagons from house 
to house and sould goods ranging 
from a pair of shoe strings to a 
bed spread. The Hebrew emi¬ 
grant when he arrived in this 
country finds some one to stock 
him and he goes through the 
country living hard and selling all 
the goods he can. 

This State got so full of pack 
peddlers that the legislature put a 

aqj uo 001$ jo osu33i| AAeaq 
ing peddler and $150 on the driv¬ 
ing peddler. This was in favor 
of the merchants and to prevent 
the hawkers from beseiging the 
farm houses. The effect has been 
to make the Jew qeddler who was 
once so common scarce as hens 
teeth in this State. Some of the 
pedlers set up as merchants since 
then and have made it very inter¬ 
esting for the gentiles who were 
engaged in the same business. 

Wc remember one occasion 
when a peddler appeared at a 
house in the hill portion of this 
county with most astonishing bar 
gains in counterpanes. He was 
a young sawed off European who 
could not talk the language. He 
would point to a whitebed spread 
and say “ten cent, ten cent, but 
the people thought he was crazy, 
but at the next house they pur¬ 
chased six couterpanes at ten 
cents each and have them yet. 

The explanation of these cheap 
goods is that the peddler had been 
fitted out by two othar peddlers 
who had risen to have wagons 
and horses. All three had stop¬ 
ped at a farm house the night 
before, and in the morning the 
young Hebrew who was to walk- 
made up a good sized pack, a 
load for two ordinary men. 

Then he was sent to hitch up 
the horse and while he was gone 
his employers opened the pack 
and added a half a dozen counter¬ 
panes and a lot of other goods. 
.When the peddler had climbed a 
few hills and opened his pack, 
found the extra goods he was mad 
enough to give the things away 
if necessary to get rid of them. 
As it was the goods were "sacri¬ 
ficed”' for a much bceter reason 
than the merchants generallyhavc 
for selling below cost. _

MOSSY'S REMINISGENSES 

Extract from his Published Reminis¬ 
cences, Geo, A Jones 8r Co., Boa/ 
ton. Mess. 

Rebellion 1 

How many a spirit born to bless, 
Has sunk beneath that withering 
name, 

Whom but a day’s—an hour's— 
success 

Had wafted to eternal fame.— 
Tomi Moore. 

In April. 1861 I was attending 
court at Abingdon, Va., when I 
met a person who had just stop¬ 
ed out of the telegraph office, who 
informed me that tremendous ti¬ 
dings were passing over the wiren 
Going in I inquired of the opera¬ 
tor what it was, who told me that 
Lincoln had issued a call for 
troops. Fort Sumpter had fallen 
two days before. The public wm 
already strained to a high pitch 
of excitement and it required on¬ 
ly a spark to produce an cxplo 
sion. The indignation aroused 
by the President's proclamation 
spread like fire on the prairie a..d 
the laws became silent in the 
midst of arms. People of every 
age, sex, and condition were car¬ 
ried away on the tide of excited 
feeUng that sWept over the land. 


Floyd wh<* had resigned as sec¬ 
retary of war under Buchannon 
was at Abingdon. I went to his 
house and told him the news.— 
He immediately issued a call to 
arms, which resounded like the 
roll of Ziska's drum among the 
mountains of southwestern Vir¬ 
ginia. Many of the most influen¬ 
tial families were descendants of 
the men who had fought under 
Morgan and Campbell at Eutaw 
Springs and King’s Mountain.— 
Their military spirit was inflamed 
by stirring appeals to the mem¬ 
ories of the deeds their sires had 
done. Women too came forward 
to inspire the men with a spirit of 
heroic self sacrifice and a devo¬ 
tion that rivaled the maidens of 
Carthage and Saragossa. 

All the pride and affection that 
Virginians had felt in the tradi¬ 
tions of; government which their 
ancestors had made, and the in¬ 
heritance they had bequeathed, 
were lost in the overpowering sen 
timent of sympathy with the peo¬ 
ple who were threatened with In¬ 
vasion. It is”a mistake to sup¬ 
pose that the Virginia people 
went to war in obedience to any 
decree of their state, commanding 
them to go. On the contrary the 
people were in a state of armed 
revolution before the state had ac¬ 
ted in its corporate capacity. I 
went along with the flood like ev¬ 
ery body else. A few individuals 
here and there attempted to 
breast the storm of passion, and 
appeared like Virgil’s ship wreck¬ 
ed mariners, “Rari nantes in sur- 
gito vasto." Their fate did not 
encourage others to follow their 
example, and all they did was to 
serve "like ocean wrecks to illu¬ 
minate the storm.” In anticipa¬ 
tion of these events, a cavalry 
company had for some months 
been in progress of organization, 
which I joined as a private. This 
company, Itnown as the Washing¬ 
ton Mounted Rangers, was im¬ 
mediately called together by its 
commanding officer Capt. Will¬ 
iam E. Jones. Capt. Jones was 
a graduate of West Point, and 
had resigned some years before 
from the United States army. Un 
der a rugged and impracticable 
temper he he had a heart that 
beat with warm impulses. To 
his inferiors in rank he was just 
and kind, but too much inclined 
to cross the wishes and criticise 
and cross the orders of his super¬ 
iors. He had been a classmate 
of Stonewall Jackson at the mili¬ 
tary and related to me many an 
ccdotcs of Jackson’s piety, as well 
as of his eccentricities. He was 
a hard swearer; and a few days 
after the battle of Bull Run he 
told me that he was at Jackson’s 
headquarters, and Jackson got 
very much provoked at some¬ 
thing a soldier had done, when 
Jones said, "Let me cuss, him 
for you, Jackson.” He fell in bat¬ 
tle with Gen. Hunter, in the Val¬ 
ley of Virginia, in June, 1864.— 
We went into barracks at Abing¬ 
don and beg an drilling. 

No service I ever had to per¬ 
form went as much against the 
grain as standing guard the first 
night I was in camp. I had no 
friends in the cavalry, so I applied 
to Gov. Letcher for 1 a transfer to 
an infantry company that had 
been raised in that part of the 
county where I resided. But on 
the very day I made the applica 
tion a telegraphic order came for 
us to start to Richmond immedi¬ 
ately, and I never heard any more 
of it. My company marched on 
horse back all the way to Rich¬ 
mond, about five hundred miles, 
while the infantry company com¬ 
pany went by rail. But how lit¬ 
tle is the control that mortals 
have over their own destinies.— 
The company to which I unsuc¬ 
cessfully applied to he transfer¬ 
red became a part of the immor- 
lal division of Stonewall Jackson, 
in which I would only have had a 
slight chance of asserting my in¬ 
dividuality, which would have 
been merged in the mass. I re¬ 
member distinctly, now, how with 
a heart almost bursting with 
grief in the midst of a rain I bade 
my friends inthe infantry com pa 
ny farewell just as they were a- 
bout getting on the .train. I 
had no dream that I would ever 
be anything more than a private 
soldier. On the same day in rain 
and mud we started on the road 
to Richmond. A few days before 
a flag had been presented to our 
company by a young lady, with 
an address in which she remind¬ 
ed that the coward dies a thou¬ 
sand deaths .and the brave man 
dies but one. I am sure there 
was not a man among us who 
did nyt feel the ambition of the

Valley of Virginia who arc so 
disgusted with thc Constitutional 
Convention that they propose to 
secede and come to West Virgin- 
iaia. fixing the line on the crest 
of thc Blue Ridge instead of the 
Alleghany. This was the desire 
of many in 1863 when the new 
State was formed. To get away 
from Tuckahoe would suit many 
Valley people yet. Just how this 
could be brought about we do not 
know, but where there is a will 
there is a way. 

Mrs Mary A Ervine 

Died, Decemdcr 2 , toot, at her 
home near Arbovalc, W. Va. Mrs 
Mary A. Ervine, at thc age of (18 
years. She had been ailiing for 
several weeks, but Was not con¬ 
sidered dangerously ill until a 
week before her death, when she 
she became much prostrated and 
lold'hcr friends she would not get 
well, and expressed herself as wil¬ 
ling to go at thc Master’s call.— 
She was converted at the age of 
fourteen years and joined the 
church, and has been a faithful 
worker in thc Lord’s vineyard.— 
She leaves a son, two daughters 
and a host of friends to mourn 
her loss. She will he graatly mis¬ 
sed in iicr home and by the entire 
community.
